AN  ACT  TO  RE-ORGANISE  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
MARKETING  INFRASTRUCTURE  BY  REPEALING 
THE  ANDHRA  PRADESH  RASHTRA  KARSHAKA 
PARISHAD  AND  ALLIED  BODIES  ACT,  1988 
AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  MATTERS  CONNECTED 
THERWITH  AND.  INCIDENTAL  THERETO. 

Whereas  the  Andhra  Pradesh  Rashtra 
Karshaka  Parishad  and  other  allied  bodies 
constituted  under  the  provisions  of  Andhra 
Pradesh  Rashtra  Karshaka  Parishad  and 
Allied  Bodies  Act,  1988  have  not  fulfilled 
the  object  in  establishing  them  due  to  their

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inability  to  raise  institutional  finances 
and  consequently  require  to  be  replaced  by 
more  effective  bodies  for.  the  welfare  of 
the  farming  crranunity. 

And  whereas,  the  Government  after 
carefully  considering  all  the  needs  of  the 
farming  community#  have  decided  to  ‘consti- 
tute such  authorities  as  may  be  required 
for  better  and  efficient  functioning  as 
independent  bodies  with  adequate  delegation, 
of  administrative  ^nd  financial  powers : 

BE  it  enacted -by  tfie  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State,  of  Andhra  Pradesh  in  the  Forty- 
second-  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows:-*
